Pool issue loses 


““Disappointed’’ was Granite City 
Park Board President George 
Sykes’ reaction Tuesday night when 
election returns indicated that the 
bond issue for a new Wilson Park 
swimming pool would fail. . 

“The important issue when we 
started was the idea that the people 
were entitled to the right to vote (on 
the bond issue). I’m pleased we gave 
them the opportunity. It appears the 
response was that we can’t afford a 
pool,"’ Sykes commented. 

Only 42.59 percent of the 13,620 
persons who voted on the pool issue 
were in favor of the new pool. The 
final tally was 5,801 in favor of the 
bond issue and 7,819 opposed. 

SYKES NOTED that the Granite 
City School District bond and tax 
referendum proposals on the ballot 
may have contributed to the defeat 
of the pool bond issue. 

“If one issue of the three had to 
ail, I don't think you'd find that any 


one of us would disagree that it 
should be the park issue. Up until re- 
cent years, we could have had our 
own election... maybe people would 
have examined just that (the pool 
bond) issue. 

“If we wanted to come back in 
April, we'd be right in the middle of 
a hot city election. A lot: of people 
voted for president and not on the 
bond issue.

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'Unselfishness is commended 


Well, Election ’84 is now history and the campaign 
for the April 1985 municipal elections has already 
begun. 

As the election results were still being tabulated 
Wednesday, Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler an- 
nounced that he is a candidate for re-election. Von 
Dee Cruse already has announced he is running for 
Schuler's seat and more announcements are ex- 
pected shortly. There also is likely to be a lively 
race for mayor in Madison. 

Looking back on this Tuesday’s election, we can 
only try to analyze what happened. Voters narrowly 
approved a $6.6 million bond issue to help save the 
Granite City schools but rejected another proposal 
which would have increased the tax levy 40-cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to help balance the 
schools’ education fund budget. 

To some, the simple word “‘tax’’ in the proposed 
levy increase might have decided the issue. The 
bond issue also requires a tax levy of about 40-cents, 
but was taken easier. 

Others may have felt that the schools needed help, 
but to pass both proposals would have offered more 
help than ‘the schools needed or more than the 
voters could afford. 


The defeat of the Wilson Park swimming pool 


bond issue is an example that voters were reluctant 
to increase their property taxes, yet they vote 
for the school bonds. The park issue was an un- 
fortunate case of bad timing, due to the school 
issues. 

We think the voters should be commended for 
their unselfish support for the school bonds. Due to 
their generosity, the schools are likely to continue 
operating relatively normajly, although some cuts 
will have to be made to ayoid the district sliding 
back into debt. 

Still, school officials are breathing a big sigh of 
relief, as are the students. Much of the credit has to 
go to the citizens’ committee|and the school officials 
who worked so hard to help get the word out that the 
school situation was dire and a tax increase was the 
only way to save the schools! It took a long and hard 
campaign to swing public opinion. 

Our community has made a positive statement 
about itself with the passage of the school 
bonds—we are willing to dighinto ‘our pockets to save 
our schools and our community. 

Congratulations are in order for all of Tuesday's 
election winners and we think the citizens of Granite 
City are all among the winners. 


Getting their newspapers late 


It’s called progress. Now that most Granite City 
mail is sorted in St. Louis, instead of the Granite Ci- 
‘ty Post. Office, many of our mai! customers are 
complaining that it takes two days for the Press- 
Record to reach them, 

‘‘When I moved here eight years ago, the paper 
came the next day. Now it takes two days. Why?” 
one subscriber wrote. 

Another said he would renew his subscription if 
we could get the paper to him the day after it is 
printed, but not if it was going to take two days. ‘‘I 
know you can do it. You always did it before,” he. 
noted. 

/We assure you that when the presses start’ prin- 
ting the Press-Record Monday and Thursday morn 
ings, those that go into the mail are among the first 
ones off the presses. They are addressed and taken 
to the post office even before the regular press run 
for in-city delivery is completed, in most cases. 

Yet, several subscribers have complained recent- 


ly that they are not receiving their newspapers for 
two days. Granite City Postmaster Jack Wilkins 
assures us that the papers leave the Granite City 
Post Office in timely fashion the day they are 
received and they go on to St. Louis for sorting 
There lies the problem, it seems. 

All complaints received by the Press-Record have 
been turned in as “requests for publication watch” 
at the post office and the cause of the delays are be. 
ing explored. 

All we can say is keep those complaints coming

Veterans may be eligible for more services 


Vietnam Era Veterans, special 
disabled veterans (30% or greater 
service-connected disability), and 
veterans separated within the. past 
year are eligible for services under a 
grant| funded by the. Assistant 
Secretary, U. S.. Department of 
Labor, Veterans Employment Ser- 
vices. 

“Veterans of other war eras are 
also being served through the 
Madison County Veterans 

“Assistance Commission, VOICES 
volunteers, and other volunteer 
agencies,”’ according to Bob Fowler, 
Director of VOICES, Inc., a not-for- 
profit, community-based organiza- 
tion through a subcontract with the 
Madison County Veterans 
Assistance Commission, the 
subgrantee of the program. 

According to Fowler, the suc- 
‘cessful grant application was 
_primarily due to a joint effort bet- 

/ ween Madison County (the grantee), 
the Madison County Veterans 
Assistance Commission (the 
‘subgrantee), and VOICES (the sub- 
‘contractor).|The Veterans 
Assistance Commission is providing 
office space at their new location, 
116 Hilsboro — East, Edwardsville, 
to the VOICES organization. 


among other agencies, have been ex- 
tremely supportive and play a key 
role in the success of the program 
This is because it complements the 
goals and objectives of these agen- 
cies and blends quite well into the 
overali mission to get veterans job- 
ready, trained, and placed into pro- 
ductive careers while reducing the 
number of unemployed veterans. 

The program’s goals are to place 
120 veterans into employment, 140 
veterans in training programs, and 
counsel 2,000 veterans. The program 

“is marketing the Emergency 
Veterans Job Training Act and the 
TJTC (Targeted Jobs Tax Credit) to 
employers. 

The Emergency Veterans Job 
Training Act (EVJTA) provides up 
to a $10,000 reimbursement per eligi- 
ble veteran to employers. to cover 
training costs, As the number of new 
hires increases, this can be a 
substantial reduction in employee 
costs to a participating employer. 
“Ten new eligible veterans could 
mean as much as $100,000 in reim- 
bursements,”’ according to Fowler. 

Equally important is the minimal 
amount of paperwork required to 
participate in this program. “We 
have had nothing but cooperation 


application forms. We have found 
them well-versed and eager in 
assisting the employers. VOICES is 
working with Job Service in having 
eligible veterans apply for eligibility 
under this act. Locally, veterans 
eligible for this program number 
well in| the hundreds," Fowler 
stated. 

The program is interlocked with 
the Madison County Employment 
and Training Department in pro- 
viding, training, retraining, and on- 
the-job training to veterans. ‘This 
has worked exceptionally well. The 
Madison| County Employment and 
Training Department personnel 
have beén highly cooperative, both 
formally and informally, in assisting 
the Veterans Assistance Commis- 
sion and VOICES with the startup: 
and implementation: of this pro- 
gram. ICES is tracking- skilled 
veterans| and veterans currently in 
training to match upcoming employ- 
ment opportunities. We have found 
these approaches effective to the 
veterans, employers and agencies,” 
Fowler stated.

Some thoughts as Veterans Day nears 


To the Editor, 

In 1919, President Woodrow 
Wilson proclaimed the observance 
of November 11th as Armistice Day 
to remind Americans of the 
tragedies of war. In 1938, Congress 
passed a law establishing this day as 
a federal holiday. In 1954, Congress 
changed the name to Veterans Day 
to honor all veterans. In 1971, Con- 
gress moved the day to the Fourth 
Monday in October, so as to create 
an extra 3-day weekend. In 1975, 

“Congress moved the day back to 
Nov. 11th, effective in 1978. 

Aaaah Congress —. You work in 
wondrous ways, your blunders to 
reform. 

This day was originally the an- 
niversary of the signing of the Ar- 
mistice between the opposing sides 
of World War I. Hostilities officially 
ceased at 11 a.m. on Nov. 11, 1918. 
Thus the tradition of: the eleventh 
hour, of the eleventh day of the 
eleventh month. 

At this very hour, we join with 
countless others throughout the 
world (American, British, Cana- 
dian, French, etc.) in com- 


memorating the service of the men 
and women. who engaged in ‘the 
world conflicts.

Bids for police cars center 
stage at GC Council again 


Although Granite City aldermen 
agreed to readvertise for bids on the 
city police cars last month, discus- 
sion surrounding the last series of. 
bids was again a topic Wednesday

Several aldermen unsuccessfully 
pushed to have the last bid con- 
sidered approved. The offer, from 
Dave Croft Motors, in Collinsville, 
would save the city an estimated 
$4,000 from. the next lowest bidder. 

This savings would come about 
since Croft has been awarded the 
state contract for police cars. Since 
the state orders such a large number 
of cars, it is offered a better price 

,, than aller municipalities. But 
these srraller entities are offered an 

option to buy from the state police 
pid. 

Mayor Paul Schuler said he does 
not understand why the state con- 
tractors are not accepted. 'd sug- 
gest we buy from.the state bid,”’ he 
said. ‘If you can save the city some 
money, save the city some money."” 

Schuler went on to say that he 
could not believe. the aldermen’s 
first concern was not with getting 
the best deal on the cars. “You're 
talking about giving away, $4,000,"" 

, he said. . 
* But Alderman Woodrow ‘‘Woody"” 
. Moad disagreed, saying that the 
, aldermen were taking other matters 
into consideration—-not just the 
price. He still contends that buying 
, the autos from an.out-of-town dealer 
would cost extra manhours concern- 
ing the servicing of the cars.

primary election. 

Garrett will serve District 
which covers parts of Granite C 
Venice and Nameoki townships. 

THE 5i-year-old Garrett, who 
runs his own public relations firm, 
said he has set three priorities in ser- 
ving his district. ‘One, I want to try 
to make this a more composite 
district. It stretches too far and 
makes it difficult to serve the peo- 
ple. That is best left on: a local 
level.”” 

Secondly, he says, “I've always 
felt that the 23rd District is in great 
need of economic development 
because we're one of the highest un- 
employment areas and the lowest 
tax base in the county, and (the 
district) needs special attention 
from the county in terms of 
economic development.” 

Finally, Garrett charges that the 
district has ffered from a lack of 
representation and responsiveness, 
something he hopes to remedy. 

GARRETT won in every precinct 
in which he ran except Nameoki 
Township 11, where Huber earned a 
358 to 243 edge. 

Garrett victories in each precinct 
were: Granite City Precinct 9, 161 to

Thompson announces housing grants 


Governor James R. Thompson has 
announced that 16 Illinois localities, 
including Madison County, will 
receive more than $7 million to help 
increase the housing market for low- 
income persons through the Rental 
Rehabilitation Program.

“If this problem was hap- 
pening in anyone else’s ward, they 
would be asking for the same con- 
sideration,” he said. ‘I think it’s 
morally right to do this (pass the or- 
dinance). If it was your ward and 
your people were irate, how would 
you feel?” 

According to the ordinance, loads 
that must now be covered include: 
sand, dirt, gravel, slag, grains, coal; 
coke, shingles, wood, brush, tree 
trimmings,. used building materials 
and loose debris. 

The ordinance pertains to trucks, 
trailers, semi-trailers or dump 
trucks with an unloaded weight that 
is greater that 4,000 pounds. 

Vehicles owned by government en- 
tities are exempt, however. 

The fine for violation of ‘the or- 
dinance has been set between $25 
and $100 for each offence. 

Only two aldermen cast dissenting 
votes on the ordinance. Alderman 
Everett Morlen said earlier that he 
thinks the ordinance will “‘smother’’ 
trucking companies and cause a loss 
of jobs in the city. 

Alderman Stephen Saltich, also 
voting against the ordinance, ex- 
pressed concern about possible ef- 
fects the ordinance would have on 
trucking companies.

Voters gave decisive approval on 
Tuesday to a working cash fund 
bond issue that will provide 
$6,600,000 to restructure the 
operating debt of School District 
Nine 

An increase of 40 cents in the 
education fund limit failed to p: 
a margin of less than 300 in Tues- 
day’s balloting, receiving more than 
10,000 favorable votes. 
_ Partney said the results partly 
Fesolve but do not completely end 
the school district’s severe financial 
problem. 

The problem had caused concern 


that programs would be eliminated, 
that the district itself might cease to 
exist, and that various, 
neighborhoods and school buildings 
might be added to neighboring 
districts. 

With voters responding’ so 
wholeheartedly to show their sup- 
port for the local public schools, 
Partney said, he. doubts that ex- 
tracurricular programs will be ter- 
minated, 

However, spending will be review- 
ed to pinpoint possible cost reduc- 
tions, and the way the bond issue 
funds should be handled will be 
analyzed to make sure Granite City 
District taxpayers get the most 
benefit. 

If additional state school aid is ap- 
propriated this fall, its| timing may 
have an effect on when'the education 
rate ceiling increase is resubmitted 
to voters, Partney commented.

Former Steeler 
Schmidt overcame odds

The SEMO State football team ex- 
perienced a change of major propor- 
tions before this season when vir- 
tually an entire new coaching staff 
was brought in, But, since midway 
through 1981, one thing has remain- 
ed as sure as death and taxes: Al 
Schmidt will be the Tribe's starting 
center. 

When the Indians took the field 
last Saturday for their homecoming 
game against Central Missouri 
State, Schmidt made his 37th 
straight start over the ball 
Remarkable in itself, but what 
makes that feat all the more amaz- 
ing is the fact just about no college — 
including SEMO State — wanted the 
senior after his playing days at 
Granite City North High were over. 

At the time, Schmidt was a 185: 
pound guard/linebacker with rn - 
particularly good speed nor 
strength. In short, not the type of 
specimen recruiters normally drool 
over 

“I had a few Division II schools 
talk to me, but that about it,”” said 
Schmidt before a SEMO State prac- 
tice Monday. “I didn’t get any 
scholarship offers.”’ 

Schmidt, who now weighs in at 
roughly 220 pounds, set up a 1981 
meeting with Indian coaches, none 
of whom are currently on the staff. 
They weren’t very quick to welcome 
him out — ‘They really didn’t want 
me. They more or less said I could 
come out when school started, but 
not for two-a-days” — but Schmidt 
decided to give it a shot anyway. 

“I had already decided to go to 
school here, and I just wanted to 
play ball,” he said. ‘‘As it turned out, 
I ended up getting to come out for 
two-a-days.”” . 

Schmidt did not set SEMO State 
practices on fire quickly. He started 
out in his initial season as a little- 
used guard. Then, an injury forced 
the regular center to be moved. And

the backup center left school. 
Schmidt was moved to center and 
the rest, as they say, is history. He 
became a starter by the season’s 
fifth game and has not been out of 
the lineup since. 

And, despite, by his own admis- 
sion, still possessing no great size, 
strength or quickness, Schmidt has 
not just been a ho-hum performer. 
As a sophomore he made second- 
team all-conference in the Missouri 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association 
and last year he was an MIAA 
honorable-mention choice. 

“‘He’s not that strong or fast,"’ said 
offensive line coach Phil Meyer, 
“But he has that determination. He 
hustles every play. He just works his 
butt off. And he’s great to coach. He 
does whatever you ask him to do.”’ 


Asked to single out his primary at- 
tribute, Schmidt hedged, then said, 
“| don’t really Know. I’m not that big 
or fast. But every year new guys 
come in and that kind of worries you. 
You have to always be on your toes. 


You have to be on your toes in 
everything you do."’ 

As of late, said Meyer, the Tribe’s 
offensive line has been on its toes, 
much moreso than earlier in the 
season. Schmidt, along with guards 
Dennis Sievers and Randy Merta, 
and tackles, Bubb Carr and Jeff 
Chylewski, have drawn recent 
praise from Meyer, particularly 
after last Saturday’s 30-28 loss to 
unbeaten Northwest Missouri State, 
a game in which the Indians put 
together by far their top offensive 
showing of the year. 

“They've been improving,” he 
said. ‘They made real leaps and 
bounds this past game. It’s a new 
system and new coaches, and it’s 
taken them a while. But I look for 
them to really come on the rest of 
the year.”” 

Even though the Indians are 0-8 
under first-year head coach Bob 
Smith — they won just one game last 
season and only seven the previous 
two combined — Schmidt is firm in 
his belief that the program is headed 
in the right direction. 

“The record doesn’t show it, but 
the program has turned around a 
lot,”’ he said. ‘The weight program 
is good, a lot of things are good. I 
think the younger players will see a 
few more wins that I have.”’ 

here are times when Schmidt 
wishes he had several more years of 
eligibility, so he could take part’in 
what he feels will be a football 
resurgence at SEMO State. But, all 
things considered, he can’t really 
complain. The former walk-on will 
soon have a degree in industrial 
technology — he’s set to graduate on 
time — and loads of memories. 

“‘When I first came here, I thought 
I would get beat around for about. 
two years, then maybe get to play by 
my junior year,"’ he said with a 
smile. ‘‘I’m pretty happy about 
beating my timetable.”’ 

He beat it by a longshot.

Chancellor gives himself 
‘A' for accomplishments 


After his first five years at the 
helm of Southern Illinois University, 
Chancellor Kenneth A. Shaw said he 
believes he’s met the demands of the 
job he was hired to do. 

He points to a solidly-established 
base for governmental and public 
relations, leadership that has 
brought about stronger administra- 
tion, and a system structure that 
allows SIU to speak with one voice 
while acknowledging the autonomy 
of its component universities — SIU 
at Carbondale and SIU at Edward- 
sville. 

THOSE ARE some of the ac 
complishments Shaw lists in a two- 
part report card he has prepared on 
himself and the system for review 
by SIU’s Board of. Trustees. Shaw is 
undergoing his first five-year per- 
formance evaluation since taking 
over as SIU’s top system executive 
in September 1979. Such evaluations 
are called for in board policies. 

Two documents make up. the 
report: “A Look to the Future,” 
outlining Shaw’s goals and hopes for 
the upcoming five years, and the 95- 
page summary of his and the 
system’s achievements since the 
redesign of .SIU’s governance 
system five years ago 

Shaw said he believes he has met 
expectations the trustees had of him 
when he took over the system job in 
1979.

A slide tour of India highlighted 
the regular meeting of Travelers 
Abroad with about 30 members and 
guests present. President Walter 
Klein welcomed. the group and in- 
troduced Dewey Milton, a member 
of the board of education, who 
presented facts relative to the school 
bond issue. 

A discussion was held on the 
group’s Christmas party with loca- 
tions and prices from five sites being 
presented. The group voted to havea 
catered dinner at the St. John 
Lutheran Church on Dec. 10. The 
Rev. Samuel Boda will present a 
program on Oberammergau 

Marguerite Barker introduced 
Mrs; Marguerite Lexow, who 
presented a tour program entitled, 
“India Odyssey.” 

Sixteen people were in the tour 
group and their first stop was 
Narita, Japan, where they bought 
temple socks and plastic water bot- 
tles for use in India. From Narita 
they flew to Delhi, India, with refuel- 
ing stops in both Hong Kong and 
Bangkok. 

From their room in the beautiful 
Taj Palace, they could look down on 
a slum area in which the shacks had 

| roofs made of cardboard and tin. 
‘The tour guide briefed the group 
6n several ‘‘don’ts’” before they 


started out: don’t drink the water; 
don’t eat any unwashed fruit; in the 
event of a power failure, eat 
vegetable dishes only — no meat; 
don’t give to beggars; don’t buy 
ivory and be sure to locate the can- 
dle in your room in case there is a 
power failu.e during a dust storm 

In Old Delhi, the group saw the 
cremation sites of Nehru and Gandhi 
and the famous Red Fort. The Red 
Fort, now occupied by the Army, 
was built by Shahjahan, who also 
had the Taj Mahal built. 

While touring New Delhi, the 
group was told that 67 percent of the 
people are Hindu and 10 percent 
Moslem. The president of India, 
mainly a figurehead, lives in a 340- 
room mansion. 

School attendance is not com- 
pulsory and there are few schools 
and teachers. Apartment buildings 
under construction are encased in 
bamboo scaffolding. Government 
hospital services are free, but one 
must wait his turn. They have no life 
insurance 

Sacred cows wander everywhere, 
grabbing food from street stalls to 
the dismay of the stall operators 
The Hindus, who believe in rein- 
carnation, do not eat meat. As the 
guide said, “It might be our grand- 
mother that we would eat.’”

As 
they came in later, they remarked 
that their floor was without electrici 
ty, that they couldn't find their 
candles and it was almost impossi- 
ble to find one’s clothes in a suitcase 
in the dark. The severity of that 
storm kept all planes grounded for 
24 hours. 

‘The group flew next to Jaipur. Ina 
conversation with an Indian 
passenger, they learned that their 
hotel, the Rambagh Palace, was one 
of five palaces formerly owned by a 
maharajah. Because of high taxes 
and many wives and concubines, he 
was forced to sell two of the palaces. 
The passenger, wearing a beautiful 
blue'silk sari, was adorned with dia- 
mond earrings, a gold nose stone, 
gold. rings on both fingers and toes, 
and bangles on her arms and ankles. 

In Jaipur, the tourists enjoyed a 
smooth ride on elephants ‘up a steep 
hill to see the Amber Fort and 
palace. Indian musicians on foot ac 
companied them ‘and monkeys 
jumpéd about in the trees and 
shrubs. This site was built during the 
i7th Century. After touring the 
palace, the group donned their tem- 
ple Socks, checked their shoes with 
an attendant and visited the small 
white marble Temple of Kali. Later 
the group toured the “Pink City’’ of 
Jaipur and saw the famous Hawa 
Mahal or “The Palace of the 
Winds,” where wives and con- 
cubines of the reigning maharajah 
sat behind the lattice windows and 
watched the streets without being 
seen. Only the pink sandstone front 
of this five-story palace remains to- 
day. 

Enroute to Agra, the tour bus stop- 
pediat Fatehpur Sikri, an abandoned 
city built in 1569. This ghost city built 
of red sandstone contains an im- 

que to hold 10,000 wor- 
shippers, a mauseleum with walls of 
marble lace, a public audience hall 
more than 350 feet long, and a Hall of 
Justice. A large courtyard is paved 
with black and white stones and here 
the Emperor played chess ra 
slave girls as the figurines. This city 
was abandoned only 14 years after 
construction because the water sup- 
ply failed. 

‘Arriving in Agra, the group view- 
ed the Tah Mahal. Perfectly propor- 
tioned, it is built on two bases, the 
bottom, sandstone and the top, mar- 
ble. On each corner of the marble 
base is a slender marble minaret. A 
rectangular pool bordered by dark 
cypresses, reflects the Tah Mahal. 

Inside there is beautiful inlay 
work and marble screens. Precious 
stones are inlaid in the screens and 
the walls glow against the 
background of the white marble 
One flower only a square inch in size 
contains 60 different inlays 

The Tah Mahal is called “A 
masterpiece in marble” and also a 
“Monument to Love.” The Emperor 
Shahjahan built it to honor his wife 
who died in childbirth at age 39. It is 
reported that the shock of her death 
caused his hair to turn gray within a 
few months and he donned simple 
white muslin clothes instead of his 
royal robes. To build a memorial to 
surpass anything the world had ever 
seen, he brought in craftsmen from 
Persia, Turkey, Italy and France 
and used 20,000 laborers on the job. 

The tombs of both the Emperor 
and his wife are under the great 
dome of the Taj. 

The Emperor had wanted a black 
marble memorial for himself, but 
his son thought he was wasting 
mohey so he dethroned him and 
banished him to an island where he 


lived for seven years, looking out at 
the Taj Mahal. 

From Jaipur the tour group flew 
the Varansi, commonly known as 
Benares. This is the Holy City of the 
Hindu people. They have worship- 
ped Shiva, the God of destruction 
and reincarnation? for 3,500 years. In 
Benares there are more than 2,000 
temples and shrines. 

Arising before sunrise, the Lexows 
and their group took a boat ride on 
the holy Ganges River in order to see 
the stone steps of ‘‘Ghats,”’ where 
Indians wash their sins away. These 
“Ghats”’ are over three miles long. 
Many people were milling around 
the “Ghats,” as well as dogs and 
children. Mrs. Lexow reported that 
she was almost “run down” by a 
sacred cow with a mouthful of let- 
tuce that was being chased by a 
shopkeeper. 

While the group was on the river, 
they could see the smoke from the 
site where four bodies were being 
cremated. The Hindus believe that 
cremation will burn away any illu- 
sion that might keep a person from 
seeing the truth about himself. Also, 
unless a person has children to pray 
for his swift reincarnation, his soul 
may remain in hell indefinitely. 
Relatives of the deceased are housed 
at no expense in the hotels in the 
area for several days before the 
cremation. 

Many Hindus believe that the 
Ganges River is a goddess. It is sup- 
posed to bring purity, wealth and 
fertility to those who bathe in it. 

From Benares, the group flew to 
Kathmandu, the capital of Nepal 
Nepal is wedged between giant Chin 
and sprawling India 

A Buddhist temple is called a 
Stupa. The Stupa is dome-shaped 
and has large eyes painted on the

tower. People feel that Buddha is 
watching them. Budda was born in 
Nepal 2,500 years ago and his ashes 
are in this Stupa, one of the largest 
in the world. 

The famous Monkey Temple also 
is located there. Natives feed the 
monkeys and they run all over the 
temple eating and playing with 


flowers. 


The tour group caught a brief 
glimpse of the Living Goddess as she 
appeared for a moment at her lattice 
window in the Kunvari Palace. The 
present Goddess is a 9-year-old girl 
and is worshipped by the Hindu peo- 
ple. Girls are chosen between ages 3 
and 4 for their beauty, bravery and 
family background. If a girl passes 
the tests of remaining alone in a 
dark room for 12 hours and not being 
afraid of animals brought in to scare 
her, she may be selected. She leaves 
her family and lives in solitude, ex- 
cept for a servant and the worship- 
pers. The average stay is 8 to 9 
years. At puberty, she returns to her 
own family. 

Copper prayer wheels are on some 
of the walls in Nepal, and these con- 
tain scrolls of Buddhist prayers. 
Each turn of the wheel is like a 
prayer being spoken. 

‘The Lexows and two other couples 
were invited to a wedding held in a 
small restaurant high in the 
Himalaya Mountains. A young cou- 
ple was among the tour members 
and had made plans throagh the 
American Embassy and a Methodist 
minister in Nepal for the wedding, 
complete with dinner and wedding 
cake. The bride was originally from 
Sweden and the groom from Califor- 
nia, where they met. Both carried 
bouquets of flowers and wore 
garlands of flowers around their 
neck, the custom in Nepal. The wed- 


hts and customs in India 


ding, conducted just before sunset, 
had the snow-covered Mt. Everest 
for the background. When the wed- 
ding party and guests returned to 
their hotel, a native band of musi- 
cians greeted them. 

Bangkok, Thailand, was the next 
stop, where the group found many 
canals similar to those. of Venice, 
Italy. A converted rice barge was 
the means of transportation on the 
canals, which are becoming clogged 
with lily vines. 

The temples and palaces with 
their gold and jewels are like a 
fairyland, Mrs. Lexow remarked. 
The movie ‘The King and I’” is not 
permitted to be shown here, The 
group went to the Golden Temple to 
see the Emerald Buddha, which is 
actually green jade. The Buddha is 
extra-large and has a 22-karat dia- 
mond on his forehead. The group 
wore temple socks and sat on the 
floor to view the Buddha. Toes were 
pointed away from. the Buddha as 
they viewed it. Feet, and especially 
shoes, are considered unholy. Only 2 
percent of the people in Bangkok are 
Christian with 94 percent being Bud- 
dhists. 

Approximately 85 percent of the 
business people are from China. The 
guide said that they come as ‘im- 
migrants. and soon own stores and 
banks, even though they are unable 
to read or write. 

‘The last stop on the tour was Hong 
Kong. A buffet luncheon at the Peak 
Tower Restaurant was followed by a, 
visit to Repulse Bay, where people 
swim and light joss sticks at the feet 
of many of the Buddhas. A trip to the 
Aberdeen Fishing Village where 
10,000 people live permanently on 
boats, and a trip on the Star Ferry to 
the famous Ocean Terminal Shopp- 
ing Complex completed the tour.

‘Matern-a-cise’ slated at SEMC .

St. Elizabeth Medical Center will 
be offering an exercise class 
specifically developed for expectant 
mothers. 

The eight-week series, called 
““Matern-a-cise,”’ will begin on Tues- 
day, Nov. 13. Classes will be con- 
ducted from 7:30 to 9:00 p.m. in the 
Ketteler Gym on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

Developer of the program, Gwyn 
Iken, R. N., who will be teaching the 
classes, is the wife of Dr. Richard 
Iken, pediatrician on the staff of 
SEMC. 

Mrs. Iken also has a bachelor’s 
degree in theatre from the Universi- 
ty of Missouri. Prior to moving to the 
area, she had combined her training 
in theatre and medicine to develop a 
dance-exercise program for the pa- 
tients of a Kansas City, Mo. hospital. 

Mrs. Iken, who is the mother of 
two small children, says she feels 
that exercise to control weight and 
maintain muscle tone is exttemely 


important during pregnancy. She 
states that during her past pregnan- 
cies, she found most exercise pro- 
grams to be too strenuous She also 
admits that she felt rather 
unglamorous and awkward, working 
out with the slim young women in 
her regular class. “When you're six 
months pregnant and in tights, the 
last thing you need is to exercise 
next to a 24-inch waist,”’ she said. 

The Matern-a-cise classes are 
limited to 20 women. The program is 
for those less than seven-months 
pregnant and requires a physician’s 
permit. ‘Charge for the eight-week 
series is $30. Each session will in- 
clude a warm-up, a 20-minute juice 
break and end with a relaxation ex- 
ercise. Participants will need ap- 
propriate exercise clothes, gym 
shoes and a mat or blanket. To
